This was done this morning and afterwards Ifrs. Dvorak invited my wife for 
coffee at her apartment where she was joined by the Colonel, He then 
pjfooeeded to voltaateer,the following information to my wifes 

1. The Russians had a government set to step in and take over tqpon the 
entrance of the occii^ation troops. In view of the Czech resistance this 
govenment never dared to take. over. Half of the collaborators stayed in 
Moscow, the other half are under heavy Russian guard in the country home 
of former President Novotny. 

2. The Soviets now know clearly that they were misled in their estimate of 
the internal situation. The prime instigator of the aggression was Dlbricht 
who is fr^fightened by the spread of the liberal tendencies in the East . 
European countries. 

3. One of the greatest .provocations to the Prague population was the 

opening of the headquarters of the l&st German occupation authorities in • 
the former Petsehek Bank, which', gained infamy as the Gestapo headquarters 
dta-ing the Nazi occupation. ■ , '

At the same time he is convinced that 
the liberalization movement siagjly cannot be stepped and will also in 
the long run make headway in the USSR. 

8. He is exceedingly pessimistic about the immediate future. The Czech 
leaders proclaim contincmsly, «th.ey must take aeasur©s‘'. of a **t€anporary 
nature”. IMs means that liberalisation will resume one day and the 
Russians cannot tolerate this. Also, violent student acts can be expected 
aty moment. Jfany newspaper editors have already chosen Jobe in factories 
rather than to ptflslish censored newspapers. This will leave Prague with 

a aaximuffi of two new^apers. , He is afraid that an e3q>losion la inevitable 
and will lead to the harshest reprisals. Typical for the- defiant attitude 
of the Prague government is its request to the accigjying powers for 
immediate negotiations, on tiie exact dates of troep withdr^awals and re- 
paratiem payment for damages suffered by Czech citizens.
